THE BREAKAWAY IN N.S.W. 


Victorians are aware that two 


soceer bodies are operating in 
New South Wales — the Associa- 
tion and a breakaway group which 
is known as the Federation. On 
my recent trip to Sydney, T sought 
information on the subject that 
might prove revealing to the Vic- 


_ torian public, which is more or 


less in the dark in this connection. 


‘A State League has operated in 
New South Wales. During 1954, 
Sydney-Austral intimated that if 
jt was not granted promotion, a 
breakaway would be formed, but 
a meeting to discuss this possi- 
bility collapsed. - 


At the end of season 1955, a 


similar situation occurred, this 
time ‘the club concerned being 
Prague. 


The Board of the Association 
then resolved that the 1st Division 
League would consist of twelve 
teams instead of the previous ten. 


Hakoah was denied promotion 
at the end of 1956, and in the en- 
suing discussions the N.S.W. body 
decreed that promotion and rele- 
gation would operate at the END 
of season 1957, one team up and 
one team down. 


Unfortunately for soccer, a num- 
per of clubs felt dissatisfied with 
this decision, and on this and other 
grounds, a breakaway was 
effected. 


In a recent effort to heal the 
preach, the Association Board of 
Directors placed a 21-point plan 
before the Federation. It appears 
that only one point of contention 
remains — the Association’s condi- 
tion that the Board of Directors 
should consist of seven INDE- 
PENDENT members. The Board 
would continue to control the 
assets of the Association, which is 
a Public Company, would act as an 
Appeals Board, and would arrange 
and contro] interstate and inter- 
national tours. 


The Board further suggested 
that two Leagues be formed, one 
in Sydney and one in Neweastle, 
and that the Leagues manage 
their own affairs. 


The Federation, however, will 
accept nothing less than control of 
the Association through a voting 
majority of CLUB DELEGATES 
on the Board of Directors. 


FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


The N.S.W. Association has 
forged ahead rapidly in the past 
few seasons. In 1950, the Junior 
Association received £300. In 
1956, it received £2,800, which 
brought the totat given to the 
Juniors in the last four seasons to 
nearly £8,000. 


In 1953, 132,000 fans paid for 
admission. In 1956, the total had 
risen to 346,000. Soccer House, 
which was purchased for £40,000, 
could have been sold for £60,000 
this season. High finance indeed! 


A last thought — a breakaway 
occurred in 1942, and for a period 
soecer was controlled by club dele- 
gates. It was not long before it 
was resolved that a Board of Di- 
rectors be formed, consisting of 
independent members. The body 
then elected has brought soccer in 
N.S.W. a long way.
